At a meeting of the Morgan Coun­ 
ty Poultry association hold Tuesday 
night, the following interesting pa­ 
per on “ The Care and Feeding of 
Young Chicks’’ was read by Mrs. C. 
P. Ross: 
Members of Morgan Comity Poultry 
Association: 
I am not accustomed to speaking 
in public and it seems 
a

strange for me Lo tie landing before 
you at this time, an I talking on so 
common and every day subject as 
th© care and 
rals ng 
of 
young 
chicks, a subject that nearly every 
body thinks comes round ail right 
without much thought 
But after 
all. I think, to make a success 
of 
raising chicks, it is well to begin 
’preparation's this year, 
for 
next 
year’s crop, in the first place, one 
should select the very best, health­ 
iest and citron goat birds of your fav­ 
orite (breed that you can get, put 
them in pens, not more than eight 
hens or pullets in a pen, 
keeping 
them clean, healthy and strong. The 
eggs for hatching should be gather­ 
ed three or four times a day, handl­ 
ing them carefull/ so as not to jar 
them. 
They should lie turned once 
each day until ready to be placed in 
incubator or given to hens.
